that incentive payment* would be 
made for production of potatoes, 
dry beans and fresh cut crops, but 
the new program also 
includes 
soybeans, peanuts, 
grain 
Borg 
hums, flax, sweet 
potatoes 
and 
dried peas. 
Incentive payments are 
being 
offered to compensate farm ers for 
added costa in achieving increased 
gcals. 
Payments announced by Secre 
tary of Agriculture Claude W ick­ 
e d for production in excess of 90 
percent but not to exceed 110 per­ 
cent of the farm goal are: 
soy­ 
beans, $15 an acre: peanuts, $30 
an acre; flax, $10; dried peas, $15; 
grain sorghum, $8; sweet potatoes, 
50 cents a bushel on normal yield. 
Incma se s Re quire d 
National production goals hee# 
been increased as follows; 
soy­ 
beans, from 10.5 million to 12 mil­ 
lion acres; flax, from five to five 
and one-half million acres; dried 
peas. 665 to 725 thousand acres, 
and grain sorghums, IO to 12 mil­ 
lion acres. 
A comparable program is being 
prepared involving incentive pay­ 
ments for increasing milk produc­ 
tion. The dairy program is ex­ 
pected to be revealed soon. 
Further details of the program 
to increase the 1943 acreage of 
designated truck 
and 
vegetable 
crops for fresh consumption were 
disclosed also to the AAA. 
$.50 Aa Acre 
Payments will be made a t the 
rate of $50 an acre for each acre 
on which one or more 
of 
the 
vegetables is planted in excess of 
90 percent of the established farm 
goal up to 110 percent of the goal. 
In order to qualify for payment, a 
grower must plant over 90 per­ 
cent of his farm goal. 
As in the case of potato and dry 
beans the maximum acreage elig­ 
ible for payment will be 20 per­ 
cent of tho goal, except on farms 
with goals of less than five acres. 
On these farms, payment for ac­ 
reage in excess of 90 percent of 
the goal will be made on a maxi­ 
mum of one acre in the case of 
both potatoes and vegetables. 
No farm goal of less than three 
acres will be determined, but any 
farm for which a goal is not set 
will be considered, for purposes of 
computing systems, to have a goal 
of three acres and thus eligible to 
earn up to $50. 
IndiUdual Goals 
Individual farm goals will be 
determined by community commit­ 
teemen as soon as possible. 
List of designated 
crops

cludes carrots, snap beans, lima 
beans,, tomatoes, cabbage, onions, 
and green peas when grown for 
fresh consumption. The 1943 acre­ 
age goal for these crops exceeds 
the 1942 acreage.

Winifred Stanley, the “other ' wom­ 
an among the newcomers to the 
78th congress. 
True, La Belle Luce is a chic, in­ 
ternational sophisticate, but for 
radiant, feminine charm and a nat­ 
urally appealing manner, we nomi­ 
nate the gentlewoman from New’ 
York, whose descriptive nickname 
is "Winnie, the Winsome.” 
As a Broadway playwright and a 
foreign correspondent, Clare Boothe 
Lace had the world for a stage, but 
Winifred Stanley did a1! right by 
herself operating a* assistant dis­ 
trict attorney in Erie county, New 
York. Her A-l performance also re­ 
flected a double share of both 
beauty and brain*.

Completing lier legal education 
through hard-earned scholarships, 
Mir.* Stanley’s personal accomplish­ 
ments early won her recognition 
and at the age of 28 she became 
the first woman to rate such a peat 
in one of New York’s largest coun­ 
ties.
